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ATLANTIC LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 


At 2 meeting, on the 13th September 1851, of the Overseers 
of the Atlantic Cotton Mills, to consider the expediency of es- 
tablishing a Library for the use of the Operatives in said Mills— 
it was stated that Gen. I. K. Oliver, the Agent, would make a 
donation of one hundred Volumes as the foundation of such 
Library,—and would further loan the sum of Fifty dollars for the 
purchase of other Books. A Library Association was according- 
ly then formed. Subsequently the sum of $50 and 24 Vols. of 
Littell’s Living Age, were presented to the Library, by Wm. 
Gray Esq., Treasurer of the Mills. Further donations were 
made by Amos Lawrence Esq., and by the Lawrence Tract So- 
ciety. The above donations constitute the foundation of the 
Library, the members whereof adopted the following Preamble; 
Constitution and By-Laws : 


PREAMBLE. 


Deemine it of the utmost importance, to diffuse useful know!l- 
edge, among those whose daily avocations prevent a very exten- 
sive acquisition thereof, and believing the establishment of a Li- 
brary Association to be the most available and efficient means of 
disseminating general intelligence, and promoting scientific 
kniowledge and practical skill, and the further development of 
right views and social feeling among its members :— 

We, the Agent, Superintendent, Overseers, and Clerks of the 
Atlantic Cotton Mills, in the city of Lawrence, agree to form an 
Association, for the promotion of the objects specified, and to be 
governed by the following 
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CONSTITUTION AND BY LAWS. 
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ARTICLE I. 
Sec. 1. This Association shall be called the ATLANTIC 
LIBRARY ASSOCIATION. 
Sec. 2. The Officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice President, Treasurer and Secretary, with three 


Directors, who shall be chosen annually on the second Tuesday 


of September, by ballot. 

In case of any vacancy occurring in the Board of Officers, the 
same may be filled at a regular meeting of the Association, duly 
convened therefor. 

ARTICLE II. 

Sec. 1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the 
Association, and shall call special meetings, when deemed expe- 
dient by the Board of Officers. 

Src. 2, Incase of absence of the President, his duty shall 
devolve upon the Vice President, and in the absence of the Vice 
President, the Senior Officer present shall preside. 

Src. 3. The Treasurer, who shall be ex-officio, Librarian, 
shall collect and receive all moneys due the Association, and 
pay all bills approved by the Directors, and report the same, at 
the annual meeting, or at special meetings when called for. 

Szc. 4. The Seeretary shall keep a correct account of all the 
proceedings, and issue notices for all meetings of the Assoeia- 
tion, when so directed by the President. 

Sxc. 5. It shall be the duty of the Directors to select and 
purchase all Books for the use of the Association, in pursuance 
of appropriations made for that object, to appoint a temporary 
substitute 1n the office of Treasurer and Librarian, when nec- 

essary, and have the general supervision of the Library-Room 
and the Financial affairs of the Association not otherwise pro- 
vided for. 
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BY-LAWS. 


Sec. 1. ANY PERSON CONNECTED WITH THE ATLANTIC 
Cotrron MILis, MAY BECOME ENTITLED TO THE USE OF THE 
LIBRARY, BY DEPOSITING WITH THE LIBRARIAN, THE SUM OF 
SEVENTY-FIVE CENTS FOR EACH AND EVERY BOOK HE MAY TAKE 
OUT PER WEEK, AND ALL MONEY 8O DEPOSITED SHALL BE RE- 
FUNDED TO THE DEPOSITOR WHENEVER HE SHALL CEASE TO 
TAKE Books, PROVIDED HE SHALL HAVE RETURNED TO THE 
LIBRARY, EACH AND EVERY Book TAKEN OT BY HIM, IN GOOD 
ORDER, REASONABLE WEAR AND TEAR EXCEPTED. 


Sec. 2. The Library shall be opened, and the Librarian shall 
attend thereon, for the delivery and return of Books, on each 
Saturday evening, during two hours immediately following the 
expiration of 30 minutes after Bell Time, and at such other 
times as the Directors may deem advisable. For his services, 
the Librarian shall be paid at such rate per week, as the Direc- 
tors may order. 

Sec. 3. He shall register, in a Book prepared for that pur- 
pose, to be kept in the Library-Room, the name of each person 
who may become entitled to Books, and shall in no case deliver a 
Book, till the name of such person shall have been so registered. 

Src. 4. He shall register in a Book to be kept for the pur- 
pose the number of every Volume delivered by him, the name 
of the person to whom delivered, the time of taking and return- 
ing the same, together with all forfeitures arising from every 
default. ; 
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See. 5. He shall keep an accurate cattlogue of the Books 
belonging to the Association, and a duplicate of the sane, 
which shall at all times be open to the inspection of the 
members. 


Src. 6. If any person lose, or materially injure a Book, he 
shall furnish another copy of equal value, in good condition and 
of the same, or of a Jater edition, or pay the Labrariam’s appraise- 
inent of the same, at his option. If the Book so lost, or injured, 
be part of a set, he shall replace or pay for the entire set, and 
may thereupon receive the remaining Volumes, as his property. 


Src. 7. No person shall be allowed to retain any one Bool, 
more than three weeks, under the penalty of three cents per day 
for each Volume so retained. No personon returning a Book, 
shall be at liberty to take the same again within two weeks, and 
no Book shall be reserved forany person by the Librarian, and no 
transfer of a Book shall be made from person to person, but at 
the Library, and by the Librarian. 


Sec. 8. The Librarian shall replace the Books in order upon 
the shelves, as soon as may be, after they are returned, having 
first examined them with care, and ascertained whether they 
have been injured or defaced. 


Sec. 9. No person shall remove a Book from the Library- 
Room without permission of the Librarian. 

Sec. 10. No person shall lend a book belonging to this As- 
sociation to any one out of his dwelling-house, under penalty of 
seventy-five cents. 

Sec. 11. A record shall be kept by the Librarian of all do- 
nations, and in all Books presented to the Association, the nan 
of the donor shall be inscribed. 

Sect. 12. All Books shall be returned to the Library jor in- 
spection, on or before the first Wednesday of January and July. 
Any person neglecting to retura a Book as herein spevitied. 
enall forfeit seventy-five cents for the use of the Library. 

Aad it shall be the duty of the Librarian to give due notice ot

this regulation, by posting in the several Rooms of each Mill, a 
. printed copy thereof, at least one week prior to said times of 
return. 


Sec. 13. The foregoing Constitution and By-Laws, may be 
altered or amended, whenever three-quarters of the members 
present at any notified meeting, shall so determine. But no 
such alterations shall be made, unless the subject shall have 
been proposed at a previous mecting, and in the mean time re- 

oY ferred to a committee, and the sume specified on the call for the 
meeting at which it is to be considered.
